It is learned from a well-informed 
Krenth source that the conversation 
between Mr. Arthur Henderson and M.

JUTE MILL STRIKE 
COLLAPSING.

CALUUTTA, Tuesday. 

Five persons were killed and fifty 
civilians and fifty policemen were injured, 
two of the policemen seriously, when the 
police dispersed a crowd of carters who 
were engaged in a passive resistance de- 
monstration here this afternoon. 

Twenty arrests were made. 


The carters were demonstrating against: 


the enforcement of the new rule restrain- 
ing them from taking out their buffaloes 
during the hottest hours of the day, and 
were fired on by the police. 

Students demonstrated this afternoon 
opposite the College Hostel in Cornwallis 
street in sympathy with the carters. The 
road was “up ” over a long stretch, and 
this not only- provided, as in the earlier 
rioting, a plentiful supply of. ammuni- 
tion, but also enabled barriers to be con- 
structed with tar engines, vans and street 
bins. The police were stoned, but were 
able to disperse the demonstrators with 
lathis (staves). None of the demonstrators 
was arrested. 

The hostel is guarded by 
night. 

A system of double patrolling is being 
conducted to-night. 


MILL HANDS RESUMING.

CALCUTTA, Tuesday. 

A large number of the twenty thousand 
mill hands who went on strike on March 
10th in the Titaghur area resumed work 
this morning, and most of the mills 
worked full hours to-day. 

The General Secretary of the Bengal 
Juteworkers’ Union, which organised the 
strike, was arrested this afternoon on a 
charge of violating a magistrate’s orders 
under Section 144 of the Criminal Proce- 
dure Code. - Two other members of the 
union also were arrested while picketing 
in front of the Anglo-Indian jute mill, 

It is understood that the members of 
the Jute Mills Association have under con- 
sideration suggestions for the reduction of 
working hours from sixty to fifty-four. 

No definite decision has yet been 
reached, nor can such a decision be taken 
until the attitude of .millowners outside 
the association is known.

BERLIN, Tuesday, 
The new Chancellor, Dr. Bruening, 
made his statement of policy before a 
crowded Reichstag this afternoon. He 
declared that the Government would follow 
the foreign policy of his predecessors, and 
would respect international agreements. 
The sitting lasted only twenty minutes, 
and after hearing the new Chancellor's 
very brief statement the House adjourned 
until to-morrow. 
Herr Bruening, who was only occa- 
sianlly interrupted by the Communists, 
made it clear at the outset that he had 
the authority of President von Hinden- 
burg to dissolve the Reichstag, if it did 
not accept the Government’s programme : 
for, he said, nobody could assume the re- 
sponsibility for a postponement of vital 
tasks, and speedy action was essential. 


GERMANY’S RESURRECTION. 

As regarded the Government’s foreign 
policy the Chancellor declared that its 
basis was the recognition that Germany’s 
resurrection could be achieved only by 
means. of peaceful co-operation with all 
nations, by the loyal carrying out of-in- 
ternational agreements, and by the further 
extension of her relations to all the States 
with which Germany had friendly and 
economic relations. | 

Dealing with internal affairs, the 
Uhancellor emphasised that the Govern- 
ment held itself strong enough to over- 
come all threats against the existing UCon- 
stitution, and now that the fight on the

FINANCIAL PROGRAMME. 

The financial and economic measures 
which had not been disposed of, owing +o 
the lengthy negotiations over the Young 
Plan, must be settled at, once. said the 
Chancellor, referring to the Government's 
financial programme, which will be sub- 
mitted to the Reichstag for adoption or 
rejection.

ANOTHER DEFICIT. 


THE TAXPAYER'S OUT- 
LOOK. 


The Times of to-day, in a leading article 
on the national accounts which have just 
closed with a deficit—the third in five 
years—observes, after quoting totals 
which fell short of the estimated yield :— 
These figures seem to show that the fears 
entertained in some quarters for the 
buoyancy of the revenue are not well- 
founded. At the same time, they point 
to the rather disquieting conclusion that 
the national income is more or less 
stationary. That, in itself, contains a 
warning which no Government—least of 
all a Socialist Goyernment—can afford to 
neglect. There is another lesson also 


| which the Chancellor of the Exchequer 


may well learn (if he has not already 
done so) from the results of the financial 
year which has just closed, namely—the 
failure of Mr. Churchill's expedient of the 
fixed debt charge. Sound financial critics 
suspected it from the first as likely to lead 
to clandestine burglary of the Sinking 
Fund, and the event has proved only too 
plainly the accuracy of their suspicions. 
[Interest on the National Debt absorbed 
some £507,000,000—£3,000,000 more than 
the estimate—leaving only £47,000,000 for 
the new Sinking Fund, as against 
£57,000,000 applied last year. Moreover. 
but for the opportune fall in money rates 
during the last few months of the financial 
year the situation would have been a 
good deal worse. As it is, a portion’ of 
the interest due on National Savings 
Certificates has been met bv borrowing. 
as well as the payment of £5,.000.000 allo. 
cated to the Depreciation Fund for certain 
Government. securities. 

_Once more the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer has been compelled to resort to 
the dubious expedient of borrowing from 
Peter to pay Paul, with the result that the 
real Sinking Fund—which is the excess of 
revenue over expenditure—has been re- 
duced to £33,000,000, a wholly inadequate 
sum. . Thanks to the cash subscriptions 
on his Conversion Loans, Mr. Snowden 
has been able to reduce the floatinte debt 
by £100,000,000, but the saving in interes?

A definite threat to start a passive 
resistance campaign against the Gandhi 
movement ‘is contained in a manifesto 
which has just been issued by the 
founders of a new party known as the 
Indian National Anti-Revolutionary Party, 
headed by three well-known members of 
the depressed classes in Poona. 

The manifesto says:—‘‘ In view of the 
fact that Mr. Gandhi, the Dictator of the 
Indian National Congress, declared for 
civil disobedience before doing his utmost 
to secure for the depressed classes the 
right of entry into: temples and the 
removal of untouchability,’’ it has been 
decided to organise the Indian National 
Anti-Revolutionary Party in order to per- 
suade Mr. Gandhi to postpone his move- 
ment in favour of civil disobedience. 

The immediate programme of the party 
will be to send out a band of volunteers 
to try and persuade Mr. Gandhi to post- 
pone his attempt to infringe the salt law 
by resorting to passive resistance against 
him.

ITS JUBILEE AT HAND. 


— 


St. Stephen’s Green celebrates its 
fittieth birthday this year. Already the 
dates 1880-1930 are announcing the fact, 
picked out in yellow crocuses, snowdrops 
and greenery round the statue in the 
centre of the Green. 

On the 27th of July, 1880, the Jrish 
Times stated: “ The gates will be this 
morning quietly, and without ceremony, 
thrown open by Lord Ardilaun.’’ Cor- 
ment is further made on the altered aspect 
of the place when contrasted with the 
condition of the rough field called Si. 
Stephen s (from the church of that name 
that it stood near), which was levelled 
and laid out in walks two hundred 
and ten years before. Modest as its 
attractions were in those days, its enjoy- 
ment is stated to have been confined to a 
privileged few, the denizens of the poorer 
streets within, reach of it lteing denied 
admission. 

Another record of that time describes 
the appearance in the middle of the park 
of “an incredible number of snipe, 
attracted by the swampiness of the Green 
in that season, and to avoid their enemies, 
the sportsmen—an agreeable and most un 
common circumstance, not to be met with 
in any other city in the world.”’ 

A £20,000 SCHEME. 

A bill was introduced in the House of 
Commons, in 1876, empowering Sir Arthur 
Guinness—as he then was—to undertake 
the work of beautifying the Green ; but it 
met with opposition and was withdrawn. 
In the following year it was brought in 
again and passed. The total cost of the 
undertaking was £20,000. The actual 
plans for the laying out and adornment 
of the grounds were the work of Mr. A. L. 
Cousins, C.E., but many of the special 
features in the completed design were 
suggested by Lord Ardilaun himself. 

Apparently some of those who had pre- 
viously been debarred from enjoying the 
privilege of entering the Green decided 
to take the fullest possible advantage oí 
their new freedom. In a paper of a few 
days later court proceedings are reported, 
in which an unlucky youth was fined and 
reprimanded for his behaviour in the 
Green. He hal gone in with several other 
boys, and a L ‘iceman caught him red- 
handed, just as he had broken off a 
branch from a white-thorn tree, “ for the 
purpose of beating some of his companions 
with.” The judge remarked that, if such 
things were allowed to go on, the play 
ground would become a public nuisance, 
instead of what it was intended to be.

Just now the Green is beginning to ex 
hi! it those first timid indications of the 
wealth cf blossom that the finer days will 
bring in its full glory. Here and there 
splashes of yellow forsythia can be seen, 
drifts of faint rose colour on fruit trees, 
trim rows of bachelor’s button, daffodils 
and crocuses. At the back of the little 


Í water garden a blur of pink among the 


rhododendron shrubs seems to indicate 
that one of those hardy shrubs mistook 
the time of day, and got up and dressed 
too early. Everywhere on the trees the 
beginnings of green buds are seén burst- 
ing out of their winter sheaths, only 
needing a little more sunshine to en- 
courage them to fuller foliage.
